‘With reference to Mr. F, Smith's question in 
the Houge of Commonsnbout Manchurian trade, 
I havo beon supplied with the following stato-“ 
ment, which may be regarded as official: 

“Port Arthur ond Dalny are not yot open. 
During the war time there were strict reguls- 
tions. However, lust August the ports namod 
wore freely opened to Jupaness, aud the follow. 
ing stipulation waa made regarding‘ all 
foroigners : ‘ 

“Those desirous of prooseding thither must: 
secure & permit from the War Minister or the 
authorities controlling the ports.’ 

“ So far the Guverament has only given per- 
mits to those having property at Port Arthae 
and Dalny, ond desirous of arranging it. No 
facilities have as yet been given to avy other 
persons or to the introduction of foreign ‘mer- 
chandise of any’ kind In the event of foraign 
steamors desiriog to proo-od there permits must 
be obtained, % ‘ y 

“All the restrictions have bien withdrawn 
from, both Japanese and foreigners entering 
Yingkow and Antung Provinca. Of course it 
ix diffleult in future to know what regulations 
tbe Chinese Governmont may make, or what re- 
4striclions it may impose on nationalities. 

‘Many foreigners have tried to cuter Port 
Arthur and Dalny from Yiugkow aud Antuog, 
but hare failed, because they are ignoriot, and 
adopt the wrong pragadare, | 

“according to the latest investigation the 
numbors of the residents are as follows: 

“Dalny: Chinese, 35,750; Japanese, 3,712 ; 
foreigners, 4. 

“Port Arthur: Chinese, 78,015 ; Japanese, 
1,161; foreignera, 50, 

“Xinchow : Chinese, 255,058 ; Japanese, 1 
foreigners, 10, 

The Japanese residents at Daloy are fast 
increasing, those at Port Arthar are slightly 
decreasing. The Japaness consist of merch.

FRENCH NAVY ESTIMATES. 


A Times telegram dated Paris, March 6, says: 
~The Chamber began to-day the diseusston of 
the navy estimates, The general debate wos 
opened by M. Lockroy, who made a telling 
com parison between the French aod ‘Gerinan 
navies, from which he concluded that, if France 
did not.immediately ‘begin to cons'ruct new 
battleships, German sea power would eventually 
ontstrip that of France, It was a ‘question of 
life or death for France to be ablo to keep the 
séa open behind her in the event of war. In 
Germany it was not the admirals kut the 

enerals who insisted on increasing the navy.

In 1901 the Glory (flagship) was the second 
ship in (ho whole Nuvy in the  prizo-firing 
from 1Z-inch guos; tho Burfluur (fsyship of 
the second in command) led all the ships armod 
with 10-inch guna; the Anrora was second whip 
in the Navy in tho firing with 9.2-inch guns 
{except Mark WILL.) and Y-inch guns; tho 
gamo position was held by the Astrea with 
f-inch quick-firing guns, and the Blenhoim, 
Dito, Kudymion, Glory (flag). Goliath, Isis, 
Ocean, Pique, and ‘lalbot all beat the Terrible, 
which held the record for the provious year. 

In 19:2 the record-browking performance in 
prize-firing of the Ocean occurred, 

In 1903 tho four battleships of the China fleot 
took second, third, fourth, and sixth place in the 
whole Nary. Thus making o record for a floot 
which bug not yet beon beaten, 

An honest statemeut of the firing perform. 
auced of the fleet in China in ihe years 1901, 
‘19 2, and 1903 would briug great, credit on the 
officers of tho different shipa. Not only wero 
thera very high Individual performances, but 
the aygrogate of the feet on the station put it 
vat the top ot the service, Thoro wus pro- 
gressivo improvement in the firing up to and in- 
olading the lust year, 
004, the Admirally seat out speciul expressions 
of gutisfuction with the results of the China 


prize-firiuog practices, As regards 1902, their 


‘tordahips were “pleased to note with much 


satisfaction ‘the interest taken by you .aud 
by the officers ‘under your command 
in dovoloping- proficiency in yuonery and 
good shooting.” «= This was, followod in 
April 19.:f by an unsooncement’ that they had 
“reud with satisfaction the China Sqaadron 
returo ef prize firing for the year 19001," aud 
that their lordships were “pleased to note the 
marked improvement the good 
Semi-official, com- 
‘mupivations of a similar character wore also 
recvived from the Admiralty, and appreciation 
was expressed nob, only of the prize-firing 
results, but also of other and novel exercises in 
gunnery and shootins. 

J am not quite sure whether or not Mr. 
Gerard Fiennes means to say that tactical 
exercises wore alyo Jamentably to eeak on the 
China Station during the period in question, 
If ho doce, the following may put bim right. 
Their lordships in Qotobor, 1012, stated that they 
had read “with much interest your report on 
tactioul exercises carried out on th China 
Station ” in August, HK, ‘They were pleasad 
to.add that “the report must be regarded og 
making an important contribution to the stady 
of naval tactics, and they have thereforo decided 
to print the letter and its enolosares in a com- 
pact form for eircalation in the fleet.”

HONGKONG MERCHANT'S SPERCH. 

Tho Japan Chronicle of March 29 has the 
following -— 

At tho yourly mooting of tho Soaiety of 
Honourable Morchants in Hamburg, “ Einos 
Ebrbaren. Kaufmanna,” the Prasidentiof thu! 
Chambor of Commerce, Mr. Alfred Michabolles,’ 
gave an address, in which, in brief but emphalio’ 
words, he referred to the political position, and 
especially to tho relations botween E:nglar.d and 
Germany. ‘Uherpsech, in thi paasages which 
reforrad to the happy maintenanes of peace lust’ 
yonr, and the invitation of the London Chamber 
of Cowmmoree, was interrupted by loud 
“Bravos i” 

Mc. J. MH. Garrals, au old resident of Hong- 
kong, then addressed tho mosting, stating in 
the courss of his remarks:— 

“Horsin Hambutg, where public relations 
to Great Britain are of « particularly intimate 
charnoter, and in many cases have comentad into 
personal friendship, pooplo cannot understand 
what ruagons theo could be for permanent ill- 
will or oven for a more serious conflict betroon 
the two notions. It is trac that owing to sing 
of the Praas both thére and here public opinion 
has been largely poisoned. It is therefore high 
time to put an end to the Press foud, and to 
allow those porsonsto epeak in both countries 
who, uuderstand the other country and its 
people, What ia adduced in explanation of. tha 
alleged enmity of the two nations®. There is 
first of all tho question of the Navy, Our 
constautly incrosuing Navy ie suid to bo «thorn 
in the flesh of tha Eaglish. I do not think 
that thore is a single Englishman capablo of 
reasonable thought. who disputes Gormany’s 
light. to provide itself witha Navy such as is 
required for the protection of our coastantly 
growing commerce. ‘This certainly involves no 
menace to Eugland, any more than we have 
regardad the enormous and yet ever-oxpanding 
British Navy oa a threat against’ Gormany, 
Further, « certain envy with regard to Colonial 
possessions is. much spoken of. Cortainly the 
British have token possossion of the finest 
territories of the Old and Now Worlds, but 
when this took’ place our country, broken 
politically intw smal'er States, was by no 
mens in a position to undertake this, and wo 
have certainly uo occasion to regrat. that it was 
England whioh annexed these countries, and 
not another Power, as we see that in so many 
other colonies the tendency prevails of closing 

.the markets more or less to avery other trado 
with the mothor country,, Tho British poxsoa- 
sions, however, were and ‘are open to to tho 
trade of the entire world, and many a Hanseatic 
merchant, has every reasou to romember with 
gratitude the friendly reception which he has— 
always mot with there, aud” still meets, and 
which has not been the least factor in enabling 
him to exteud, Gorman trade and German 
shipping over tho entire world, and to place the 


_ JAPANESE GOVERNMENT'S 
CHINESE POLICY.

Tho Jiji Shimpo urges the Government to 
take concorted action with England and America 
to provent any aorious outbroak in China and at 
the samo time to ensure the opening of Mun- 
ohuria. There aramany measures of adiplomatio 
character, siya our coutemporayy, whish shontd 
bo dono by the Government with as litte delay 
as possibis. Now that the ovacuation of 
Japaneso troops from Manchuria bas almost 
been completod itis necessary tha Chinoxe 
Government shonld bo required to cary out its 
Promises rogurdiug the apeuing to trade of the 
various towns in Manchuria fo as.to give equal 
opportunity to all forsignors. ‘Lhe genvral 
state of affairs in China is far from satistactory, 
as is evidonced by the prevalence of the“ rights 
and iutorests recovery” propaganda and ‘the 
cuasequent outbreak of ynti-forsign fooling. 


Under prosent cirenmatancss, continues the 
Jit, it is not at all surprising that the Ameri- 
can Government. shoult contemplate sending 
reiuforeomonts to tha Philippines. What is 
most apprehended is that the individual action 
of the Powors, whose interests in China are of 
& most complicated character, should “make 
their relations with China worie confounded. 
Thoro is no dorying that the Chinese ovinve a 
considerable amount of antagonism against 
Americans as manifested in the boycott, Also 
thore is little doubt that Chinese ure regarding 
the British and Japanese with a fooling. of 
fntagoniam,, and undar auch circumstances it 
would be moro advantagnous for the Powers to 
take concertad action with rogard to China than 
to act individually. ‘ 

It is rathor curious to observe, however, con- 
tinues the Jiji, whils others are considaring to 
sond reinforcuments: to China one Powor ‘is 
actually carrying out the withdrawal’ of ite 
troops. It ia not at all improbub's therefors 
that some Powor, iu ordor to further ity own 
interests, will attempt to break tho harmony 
that is now oxisting botweon Japan, Englund, 
and America with rogard to their China policy. 
‘The policy of these thes Powers, in the matter 
of the maintenance of China's integrity, ooin- 
cides without question, aud it would bu obviously 
to their advantage to move together, for then 
no Powor, however clever. its diplomagy may bo, 
would find it possible to aliguate Chins, Japan, 
ax the Jeader of tho triple union,, should, to 


begiu with, adopt measares towards the realina- 
tion of (he opening of Mauchur ia.and thus afford 
commorcial and industrial facilitios to all.

yoar the British stean: mercantile marino in- 
creased by 7 por cent., the German by about 
J0 per cant., bat the real increase of the ‘British 
amounted to "53000 tons 88 against 266,00 
tons of the German marine, the British advance 
has therefore not only not fallen off, but has 
grown greater, Even, however, if it ware quite 
otherwise, the iden of employing force ‘for 
meevting commercial competition is quite an 
unfortanate ous. It is based on the fallacy 
that one’a own economic intarests inay be most. 
effectively promoted by injury of the intorests 
ot others ; but the contrary is the care; pros- 
pority of one country in each ingtanco hay ao 
favourable reustion on fhe other, so in- 
timate are tho mutual relations, Gentlemen, 
wince I have beon a merchant I have always 
had British merchants as my. competitors, 
but this business competition, during the long 
years which [ passed in a British Colony with 
Englishmen, never impaired the personal rola- 
tions between. us, and often,-during- the frequent 
changes of the political horizon, I disoussed 
politics with British competitors, who were at: 
the same‘time friends, ‘The final outcome was 
always: Whatever other nations do, we' two, 
Germans and British, are commorcial peoples, 
wo hava a common interest'in the maivtonaucy. 
of the policy of the opon-door, ant in partieulur 
of p-ace overywhoro, At that timo the possi- 
bility never orcurred to any of us of complications 
between our predominantly Protestant, Ger- 
manic peoples, which, as long as they bave 
existed as nations, have indeed fonght shoulder 
to shoulder agains! a common enemy, but have 
never fought ayainat each other.” 


PRACTICE AND PRECEPT. 


Outbreaks of the Chinaso liko that at Nan- 
chang are generally the result of » sudden accoss 
of fury, Lut there was fall delibsration in the 
Nanchang case, more than two days elapsing 
between the magis(rate’s attempt on his life 
snd tho massaers itself. There was thus plenty 
of time for the missionaries to escape, but they | 
all seem to have remained at their posts. .

The colliery of P’iny Haiang, which is owned 
by a Chiaose company, was starled to supply 
coke nnd cool: to the Hanyang Tron and Stde! 
Works in1900. ‘Vi he mining works uro situated 
at the villkgo of An Yuan, about four miles 
froni the district town of Ping Haiang. 
Tho European staff at tho mino is composed 
entirely of Germans, It 
Chinese omployed by the compiny is 5,000. 
The coal produced is bituminous and romowhat 
similar te Welsh coal. ‘Ibe ‘quantity lying 
within 70 feet of tho surfico is estimated 
at 5, C0060 tons, the mines belng situated 
in ‘one of fhe richest portions of the 
yreat coal aron of south-east Hunan, which 
extonds abross the border in Kinngsi province, 
The coal varios considerably in hardness, some 
seams coulaining good firm coal, and others coal 
so friab'yas to crumble in the hand. Both kinds 
may be mit with in one sam. [he hard coal jx 
suitable for steam purposes, and the soft. for 
making coke and lignite, At present both 
kinds aresold protiscnously, owing to defective 
traneport and to the Inck of offices for tho sale 
of the cou, and the oulput is from 657 to 700 
fons por day, Uf this quantity about half is 
‘made into coke, and of the remainder, some is 
used on the ralway from Pking Haiang to 
Chiichon, same on the tio boats which take the 
lighters from Chiichou to Hanyang, ant the 
residus iy pnt on the market. Allowing for 
holidays,’ the ounnal output of coal may bo 
estimated ng between 108,0 0 und 116,000 tons. 

The diffealty of transport has been the chief 
disadvantage under which the mine has laboured 
hitherto. At present tho coal is brought by 
rail to Liling and forwarded by boat to Chitehou 
for tronslipment into large janks and lighters 
there, but when the line is completed from 
Liling to Chitohou the coal will be brought 
ditect to Chitchon by rail, whotive the Company's 
‘ugs tow the large juuks and lighters to Han- 
youg. With improved transport a good grade 
of cou) should be obtaivable at Haukow, where 
a large ofles ia4o be opaued, The present price 
of the coal is approximately Tha, G per ton at 
the mino itself, Tis. 1) at Hankow, and ‘Ls. 11 
at Shanghai. No lekin js paid ou the coal in 
its transit from Ping Hsiang to Hanyang. 
‘The pricapaid for coke by the Hanyang works 
is ‘Ms. per ton, A plant for tho manufacture 
of briquettes from the soft coal bas already 
urrived. ‘lhe price at the miuais estimated at 
Tis. 10 por ton, and as the briquettes will be 
useful for steaming purposes it is anticipated 
that their yale will rank next to that of ovke iu 
importance. . :

f THE GERMAN NAVY. 


A “ones tologram dated Berlin, March oth, 
saya -—In the course of the debats in the Budget 
Committes of the Richstag té-day on the now 
Navy Bill, Admiral von Tirpits, Seotetary of 
State for the Tmperial Marino, defonded the 
demands of the Government for sit large 
eruisors and for increasiog the displacement of 
future battleships to 18,000 tons. ith regard 
to the sruisers, hoe maintained thut they wore 
necessary in consequence of the shipbuilding 
programmes of other conatries and of the 
oblijcation which devolred - upon the nary 
to protect Germin forsign commerce. The 
German navy must acquire 5 more 
extensive acqanintance with the conditions of 
oceanic navigation, In timo of war awift 
ernigers. on service in distant parts of the 
world could divert foroiga cruisers from an 
attack upon the, Germun coasts, while in home 
waters a squadron of drmoured cruisers would, 
according. to the experionca of the lust war, 
render effective tupport to the fighting fleet. 
In tho course of some: farther remarks: he 
explained that iu actual warfare the navy ust 
try to protect the mercantile marino by indirect 
methods. In tho caso of small oruisers their 
chief advantogs would lie in their numbers, and 
moreover they were the best defence against 
torpedo-boats. : 

Iu reply to Radical speakers, Admiral von 
Tirpitz defended the Govarnsent plan of fixing 
a shipbailding. programme for a Feties of years. 
A fixed programme facilitated the aystematic 
development of the uavy and tho training of the 
aorews. It also enabled the Government to 
make better tarms with the shipbuilding yards, 
Krupp’s firm had promised a reduction of 100 
marks (£5} pet ton it the price of armour-plates 
if the proposal to build six wow oruisers wore 
adopted, and this reduction would be equivatent 
to a saving of 1,256,000 marks (£62,500) in the 
cost of these vessels. The contract of the 
German Government wilh Krapp was such 
that it could be dissolved if other firms could 
supply the plates at a cbosper rate, ‘or if the 
State oslablished a monopoly in their maunfao- 
ture, Aso matter of fact, the price which 
other navieg paid for thoas plates was not lowor 
than the German prices, "|. 


With regard to tho proposed increngo in the 
displacement of batileships, Admiral von 
Tirpitz justified the cautidén which had been 
exercised by the Lmpurisl Mariav in adopting a 
decision on thir point, but it hud now been 
realized that the chances of conducting a

THE EARTHQUAKE IN FORMOSA. 


PROF, OMORI'S COMMENTS, 


Prof, Omori, commenting on the recent 
earthquake in Formosa, states substantially as 
follows :— 


Dostrnstive earthquakes are. not rare in 
Formosa. . In the course of USL yexrs, from the 
middl» of the seventeenth contury up to the 
present, 17° great. eartbqaakes occurred in 
Formosa. Qf this number, 12 occurred in the 
south-weslern part of. tho island, namely, in the 
plain extending from Kagi to 'Tainnn, and the 
remujning tive in the northern extremity of the 
island, nemely, in the vicinity of Tamsui, 
Keeluog, or Girau. 

The- centre of the severe earthquake that 
oceurred in Formos:-on April 24, 1904, was o 
narrow belt of land parallel to the longitudiaal 
axis of Formosé, and extending from tho neigh- 
bourhood of Torckugai and Tuikogai in the 
north, to-Kanteibyogai and Banshoryogai in 
the south.: The length of the belt vas about 
80 mile. The contra of the earthquake of 
November 6, tle same year, was in the same 
belt; wi h the difference tbat the contral area 
of greatest vibrition extended from ‘Torokugai 
to Shineisho, 35 miles long. The eeverity of the 
eurthquake cf Ayril was two or three times as 
great us that of November, Lut greater destrac- 
tion was caused by the latter, due tothe difference 
in dopth of the greatest nctivity of the earth. 
quake. The earthquake of November originated 
in a shallower place than that of 4 pril. 
oirthquakes wore caused by an almost perpen- 
dicular fissure being suddenly made in the crust 
of the earth. Other earthquakes in (he south 
western purt of Formosa ail originated in the 
game earthquake centro. This belt. may be 
provisionally named “Earthquake zone of 
gouth-wortern Formosa.” ‘ Tho zone is parallet 
to the direction of the main mountain range 
jo Formosa, and theoretically liable to frequent 
seismic disturbances. 


The earthquake of the 17th inst, wos severer: 
than that of November, 1904, but not so muob 
greater, according to tho seismographic record 
made in Tokyo,than that of April. The origin 
of the earthquake was also in the * Earthquake 
zone of south-western Formoua,” ,mentioned 
above. Probably the present earthquake 
originated in a shallower place than that of 
November, 1904, 

The present earthquake was felb by the 
seismograph in ‘Tokyo, but the vibration was so 
slight that it way not recognisable to human 
senses, The tremor began at 4.47.18" a.m. (let 
slandard time of Japan).
